4. Seven of diamonds. With 
only 5 ix)ints, you must count 
on partner for 9 or 10 points if 
the contract is to be defeated. 
You are unlikely to score four 
tricks on straight power; it is 
more realistic to expect to win 
three tricks with high cards 
and a fourth trick with the aid 
of a diamond ruff. Even if the 
ruff never develops, the lead 
may force declarer to draw 
trumps at once to prevent it 
and in that way cut down on his 
own ruffing ix)wer. 
5. Queen of spades. The best 
prospect is to play partner for 
the king or ace of spades and 
some side values. The less ag­ 
gressive lead of cither a dia­ 
mond or a club may cause you
